If it’s true as some say that Lompoc is 
courting Vandenberg Village and Mis­ 
sion Hills with an eye to annexation, it is 
probably also true that there never was a 
more reluctant maiden. 
Residents of both areas concede the 
union may come to pass down the road a 
bit, but they also make it clear they’ll 
have to be dragged to the altar, kicking 
and screaming. 
It may be a different case with the 
hundreds of largely uninhabited acres ly­ 
ing at the hub of the triangle formed by 
Lompoc on the south, Vandenberg 
Village on the northwest and Mission 
Hills on the northeast. At least one 
major landowner in the area could be 
amenable to annexation according to 
some speculation, in order to get the 
basic zoning he needs. Given the desired 
zoning, annexation might lose out, 
however. At the moment the developer 
has applied for half acre zoning and the 
county’s Advisory Committee for the 
General Plan is toying with a subcom­ 
mittee recommendation for 10 and 20- 
acre zoning in the same area. 
History has a way of jamming the 
calendar at particular times. Readers 
may know that the proposed county split 
and the crucial question of state project 
water may very likely be on the same 
ballot along with other key questions in 
November 1978. 
The area surrounding the Wye north of 
Lompoc is another of those focal points 
that seems to draw our collective atten­ 
tion. 
The area draws together elements of a 
coning study released by the city plann­ 
ing commission this week, recommenda­ 
tions of the advisory committee on the 
general plan, and current studies by the 
Local Agency Formation Commission 
aimed at a sphere of influence deter­ 
mination for Lompoc Valley. 
The zoning study issued by the city 
planning commission was produced by a 
committee composed of William Fick, 
commission chairman, and commis­ 
sioner Howard Whitaker. City staff per­ 
sonnel were also involved. 


City planners will hold a study session 
on the recommendations Monday. 
The recommendation on the hub area 
surrounding the Wye sets forth the an­ 
nexation premise and the rationale: 
“That the Planning Commission recom­ 
mend to City Council to initiate a special 
planning study which will provide infor­ 
mation on required services, infrastruc­ 
ture needs and other pertinent informa­ 
tion that would support annexations of 
the city into this area if there is a need.” 


Then the study goes on to say . “This 
area represents the only direction which 
future growth of the city can occur 
F u rth erm o re, the E nvironm ental 
Resource Management Element has 
identified this area as having a potential 
to support further development. A study 
of this area would provide the city with 
cost relationships for electrical, sewer, 
water, police and fire protection along 
with other city services ... The zoning 
committee has considered the designa­ 
tion o f .. low density residential ... Any 
land use differentiation such as ... com­ 
mercial and higher density residential 
uses should be made after completion of 
this specific study.” 


LAFCO’s determination on sphere of 
influence for the Valley may be crucial 
to any future annexation hopes 
Ac­ 
cording to law, LAFCO must determine 
specific factors including these: 1) The 
maximum possible service area of the 
agency based upon present and possible 
service capabilities of the agency. 2) The 
range of services the agency is providing 
or could provide. 3) The projected future 
population growth of the area. 4) The 
type of development occurring or plan­ 
ned for the area, including, but not 
limited to, residential, commercial and 
industrial development. 5) The present 
and probable future service needs of the 
area 6) Local governmental agencies 
presently providing services to such area 
and the present level, range and 
adequacy of services provided by such 
existing local governmental agencies 7) 
The existence of social and economic in­ 
terdependence and interaction between 
the area within the boundaries of a local 
governmental agency and the area which 
surrounds it and which could be con­ 
sidered within the agency’s sphere of in­ 
fluence. 


LAFCO is expected to wind up its 
studies in a few weeks 
Meanwhile the advisory committee 
will formalize its recommendations on 
the Wye and deliver them to the county 
planning commission and the city plann­ 
ing commission will complete its work 
and hand it to the city council. 


quake kills 
50 persons 


BUENOS AIRES, Argentina (UPI) - 
A major earthquake rocked the lower 
half of South America Wednesday, kill­ 
ing dozens of persons in collapsed 
buildings and triggering landslides and 
geysers that cut transportation and 
communications. 
Damage was greatest in Argentina’s 
San Juan Province in the towering Andes 
where the government said 50 people 
died, several hundred were injured and 
destruction was widespread. The death 
toll was expected to rise as rescue crews 
searched for bodies. 
Buildings collapsed as if they were 
made from children’s blocks, rail and 
highway communications were cut by 
the shearing wave motion of the quake, 
telephones went dead and water and 
electric services were severed. 
The quake registered 7 on the open- 
ended Richter scale, the Argentine 
Seismic Center said. The U.S. Geological 
Survey in Washington reported it mea­ 
sured 7.4 and it was measured at 8.2 in 
Sweden. Anything over 7.0 is capable of 
causing widespread, heavy damage. 
The force of the quake was so powerful 
that it caused tracking needles on 
seismographs in Buenos Aires to vibrate 
wildly and finally jam off scale. 
The first shock came at 8:29 a.m. (4:29 
a m EST) while most Argentines were 
sleeping. Five aftershocks later were 
reported. 
The shock was felt up and down Chile’s 
P acific C oast and windows w ere 
reported broken 1,200 miles away in the 
Atlantic coast city of Porto Alegre, 


Brazil. 


It also was felt in Uruguay and in 
Venezuela. 
The quake caused a loud roaring sound 
as the shock waves raced through the 
mantle of the earth, observers said. 
The epicenter of the earthquake was 
reported near the city of San Juan, 
capital of San Juan province 785 miles 
northwest of Buenos Aires. The city was 
the site of Argentina’s last major quake, 
which killed an estimated 5.000 persons 
on Jan. 15, 1944. 
It suffered only m inor dam age 
W ednesday because m ost of the 
buildings had been rebuilt to withstand 
earthquakes after the last disaster. 
The Social Welfare Ministry said most 
of deaths were reported at Caucete, a 
town of 25,000 inhabitants north of the 
province capital. 
Caucete was 80 percent destroyed, the 
ministry said. 
A freight train was trapped near 
Caucete when geysers of hot water sud­ 
denly sprung from the earth in front and 
behind the train and the tracks split 
apart, Noticias Argentinas, a private 
news agency, reported. 
Provincial authorities declared a 9 
p.m. curfew in Caucete to prevent 
looting when all electrical power to the 
town was cut off by the earthquake. 
Police and m ilitary personnel were 
rushed to the are a from nearby 
provinces to treat the injured and search 
for survivors trapped in the ruins of their 
homes.

Residential building 
brings commercial plans

Lompoc’s residential building boom 
may have triggered a frenzy of commer­ 
cial construction in the city. 
Plans have been finalized for one small 
shopping center and a large two-story of­ 
fice building while another commercial 
complex is rapidly moving past the 
“proposal stage,” according to Lompoc 
Community Development Director Jack 
Lam. 
At the same time, Lam disclosed that 
the city has received inquiries about two 
other possible 5-acre com m ercial 
developments on the north end of the city 
and there has been some talk of remodel­ 
ing Lompoc Shopping Center. 
Lompoc residents Harry and Betty Jo 
Morris hope to have construction under 
way within 45 days on their complex 
named College Center, a 38,500-square- 
foot retail plaza planned for the corner of 
College Avenue and G Street. 
The developm ent is designed by 
Marvin C Johnson and Associates of 
Camarillo — architects of the First 
Valley Bank — and will provide 12,221 
square feet of retail floor space for 12 to 
15 shops, according to Mr Morris. 
Estimates range from four to nine 
months to build the shopping center 
which will don an early California image 
with tile roofing and an earth-tone ex­ 
terior 
At the comer of H Street and Pine 
Avenue, former Lompoc mayor Art 
Scott and two partners hope to break 
ground within 60 days on a two-story of­ 
fice building 
The 13,200 square foot structure was 
engineered by Los Angeles architect 


Francis Hoffman and includes a Lompoc 
innovation — underground parking. 
Scott said he hopes to have tentative 
occupants for at least 66 percent of the 
building before it opens “ hopefully in 
June” of next year 
Further down H S treet. Lompoc 
developer Henry Hilley has submitted in­ 
itial plans to the city for a 4 36-acre shop­ 
ping center behind Skov’s Auto Parts on 
North H Street 
Although the complex is still a 
proposal at this point, Lam said plans for 
the center — tentatively to contain 48,000 
square feet of retail space — recently 
“are moving much faster.” 
One of the pioneer shopping centers in 
the city, Lompoc Shopping Center on the 
west side of North H Street, first opened 
with a J.C Penney store in 1961. 
The center is owned by Gordon Mac­ 
Donald Co. of Los Angeles and a Mac­ 
Donald spokesman confirmed "the pos­ 
sibilities of a face lifting for the shopping 
center are under consideration.” 
“ We are in the initial planning 
stages,” explained Carl Sachs of Mac­ 
Donald Co , “and we don’t know yet, if 
and when a remodeling came about, how 
extensive it would be ” 
Lam also disclosed the city has discus­ 
sed two additional five-acre commercial 
developments across the street from 
each other on the east side comers of 
Central Avenue and North H Street. 
The increased commercial develop­ 
ment is in direct response to a blizzard of 
residential building recently in the city, 
according to the community develop­ 
ment director 
“This is par for the course,” Lam said, 
“ first you get the residential and then 


you get commercial growth.” 
Private building in Lompoc for fiscal 
year 1976-77 rang up at $10.2 million 
compared to $9 1 million in the four 
months since fiscal year 1977-78 began 
in July Only $300,000 of that $9 1 million 
is commercial construction. 
Lam would not speculate whether or 
not building in the city will continue at 
the accelerated rate, but if it does, the 
total for the fiscal year would be about 
$27.4 million 
That is three times the 1976-77 $10.2 
million total, which itself is three times 
the 1974-75 $3 4 million building valua­ 
tion 
Lompoc, said Lam, is experiencing a 
“boom tim e,” and there are probably 
more queries about commercial growth 
now than at any other time in the city’s 
history 
There was a time, “a few years ago,” 
Lam explained, when there just weren't 
any proposals for commercial construc­ 
tion at all

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Air 
Force general charged with supervising 
the air defense of North America was 
given a medical transfer after he wrote a 
letter protesting the proposed elimina­ 
tion of one of his commands, the Air 
Force confirmed Wednesday. 
The general, Daniel “Chappie” James, 
57, highest ranking black officer in the 
military, and the Pentagon denied the 
transfer was the result of Jam es’ letter 
criticizing a reorganization study. 
An Air Force spokesman said James 
was being transferred to Andrews Air 
Force Base near Washington “ for 
medical evaluation” after he suffered a 
“ mild coronary d istu rb a n ce’’ in 
September 
Colum nists Rowland Evans and 
Robert Novak, who quoted portions of 
James’ letter Wednesday, noted the 
denials but added “scarcely any Air 
Force officer believes that." 
Evans and Novak said James wrote to 
Air Force Chief of Staff David C. Jones 
Oct. 20 voicing “strong objections” to a 


proposal to scrap the U.S. Aerospace 
Defense Command and have its func­ 
tions absorbed by other commands. 
Jam es has headed the Aerospace 
Defense Command and the North 
American Air Defense Command — a 
joint U.S.Canadian operation at Colorado 
Springs, Colo. — for the past three years. 
In his letter, Jam es was quoted as hav­ 
ing said, “a perceived de-emphasis in the 
U.S. air defense priority could signal the 
wrong intention to both our enemies and 
our allies.” He said it was “ untimely” 
when the U.S. B1 bomber had been 
eliminated and the Soviet Backfire 
bomber was being developed .” 
James called the reorganizing study 
“seriously inaccurate.” He added, “It is 
a superficial and biased collection of 
perceptions about the most serious 
operation role assigned to the United 
States Air Force.” 
The Air Force spokesman said James' 
comments had been solicited by the Pen­ 
tagon and had no connection with the 
transfer. 
Bert Lance still advises 
Carter at White House 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Bert Lance is 
still giving advice to President Carter in 
private White House meetings even 
though the former budget director is un­ 
der investigation by three government 
agencies, press secretary Jody Powell 
confirmed Wednesday. 


Lance, a member of Carter’s tightly 
knit inner circle until he resigned under 
fire in September, conferred Monday 
with the president in a session not listed 
on Carter’s public schedule. 
The Justice Department has been look­ 
ing into allegations involving Lance’s 
past practices as a Georgia banker. No 
decision has been made on whether any 
charges should be filed against him. 
The Federal Elections Commission 
and the Securities and Exchange Com­ 
mission are also investigating claims the 
former director of the Office of Manage­ 
ment and Budget misused his position as 
a private bank president to obtain per­ 
sonal loans, get overdraft privileges and 
use banking facilities for political cam­ 
paign purposes. 
“ The p re s id e n t,’’ Pow ell told 
reporters, “has said all along that Bert 
Lance was and is his friend 
"He sees Mr. Lance on occassion and I 
am sure values his views. I feel sure that 
he has his thoughts on governmental 


matters, as we all do, and I would think 
that the president probably values those 
views.” 


Lance still maintains a home in 
Washington A newspaper report, which 
occasioned the questioning of Powell on 
the issue, said he has been advising the 
president on economic and political mat­ 
ters 
Asked why Monday’s Carter-Lance 
meeting was not disclosed at the time by 
the White House, Powell said he felt “no 
compunction to list every person the 
president has seen 24 hours a day.”

Union set 


to vote at 


Lockheed

Union officials in San Jose 
have apparently done an about 
face and have called a meeting 
to vote on the latest and reputed 
’ast Lockheed contract offer. 
The vote session, scheduled 
for 10 a.m. Sunday according to 
union sources in the Bay Area, 
would include workers from 
Lockheed's Space and Missile 
Co. in Sunnyvale and would 
directly affect almost 100 
strikers at Vandenberg AFB. 


The latest development in the 
almost seven-week old strike 
came less than 12 hours after 
negotiations between Lockheed 
Corp and the International As­ 
sociation of Machinists and 
Aerospace Workers broke off 
late Tuesday night. 
The company said it had 
made its final offer and urged 
the union to subm it the 
proposals to its members. The 
union, however, said it would 
not consider the offer because it 
lacked protection for workers' 
seniority 
Lockheed sent letters to all of 
its employees today explaining 
the company position and offer 
and urging they accept the 
proposed three-year contract. 
One of two letters the com­ 
pany sent warned Tuesday 
night’s proposal 
is the “ best, 
last and final offer the company 
intends to make to end the 
strike.” 
Lockheed Space and Missile 
Co., a division of the parent 
Lockheed Corp., employs about 
250 persons at Vandenberg 
primarily in classified Agena 
satellite activities About 130 of 
these are IA M and AW 
members and almost 100 have 
honored the strike, according to 
Local 2217 President Ed Leach 
Leach Wednesday said he was 
“ still in shock over (the 
negotiations).” 
"We didn’t bring home a 
proposal 
so 
w e 're not 
authorized to hold a meeting 
We were still at a point where 
we were three or four weeks 
ago when the company made 
their final offer," Leach said 
“ Our vote depends on Sun­ 
nyvale 
We have little impact 
here at Vandenberg Our vote 
can't swing anything anyhow "

New building chief 
approves all plans

Pencil in hand, Carl Mileff 
ponders another set of plans 
submitted to the city for ap­ 
proval 
The blueprints could be for a 
single-family home, a multi­ 
unit apartment building or a 
commercial structure 
Mileff 
checks them all 
The 
trim 
38-year-old 
architect was hired as Lom­ 
poc's first chief building official 
Nov. 14 
Snatched from La Mesa (near 
San Diego > where he began his 
civic career, M ileff was 
selected from a group of six ap­ 
plicants for the $20.000 a year 
position. 
“ We chose Carl,” recalled 
Com m unity Developm ent 
Director Jack Lam. “ because 
he is a registered professional 
and he has considerable ex­ 
perience in administering a 
plan check process and building 
inspection process.” 
Also Lam said the Bay Area- 
raised architect had a keen in­ 
terest in maintaining a consis­ 
tent level of building inspection 
in the community. 
Lam said the creat of Mileff’s 
position is indicative of the 
city’s desire to develop an ef­ 
fective building safety program 
for Lompoc which he described 
as “ quite poor" in the past 


“ For a community of this 
size," Lam said, "the staffing 
was very, very poor.” 
The 
community development direc­ 
tor explained conflicts between 
builders and city were not un­ 
common because the city simp­ 
ly was without adequate man­ 
power for on-site inspections 


Previously Bill Cruise was 
the city's only building official 
and his expertise, according to 
Lam, is primarily in field in­ 
spection 
With Mileff saddled 
with most of the administrative 
chores of plan checking and is­ 
suing all building permits, 
Cruise has been freed to con­ 
centrate on building inspection 
Lam said with Mileff on 
board, hopefully the city will be 
able to establish an inspection 
program for new buildings and 


an annual review of existing 
major structures in the city. 
"Having been on both sides of 
the counter as an architect and 
builder and then as a building 
inspector," said Mileff, " I have 
some ideas on how to ad­ 
minister a program not only for 
the city but also for the people 
who come here to take advan­ 
tage of what we’re trying to 
do." 


Mileff graduated in 1966 from 
U niversity of C alifornia, 
Berkeley with an architecture 
degree 
He is a California 
licensed architect 


After seven years as an 
architect for Del Monte Foods 
and three years with a Fresno 
architectural firm, Mileff said 
he entered city work because he 
“ wanted to come to the coast." 


But when he left as the assis­ 
tant chief building official at La 
Mesa to come to Lompoc, 
Mileff said he got a surprise. 
“ 1 didn't know it was going to 
be windy 
Nobody told me 
that.”

Lawrance said Fletcher get­ 
ting a copy ahead was just “ a 
matter of timing" and that the 
other supervisors and con­ 
cerned agencies got the same 
report within a matter of days.

Hospitals, physicians balk 
at proposed federal rules

Lo cal p h ysician s and 
hospitals in general are raising 
objections to proposed federal 
rules on health care planning 
aimed at halting ever- 
increasing costs. 
In Lompoc, there is concern 
the hospital eventually could 
lose its obstetrical unit, in the 
government’s bid to elim- 
nate"excess resources.” 
If the proposed rules take ef­ 
fect, Lompoc District Hospital 
would have to start justifying 
several aspects of its ex­ 
istence: besides obstetrical, 
pediatric services and its 
number of beds in general. 
The rules, or "guidelines,” 
set bed/population ratios, oc­ 
cupancy rates and numerical 
standards on various specialty 
services. They come from the 
Department of Health, Educa­ 
tion and Welfare (HEW), whose 
boss, Joseph Califano, has 
called for a crackdown on 
skyrocketing hospital costs. 
The 
rules 
p ro vid e 
a 
framework for localized, 
federally funded "H e a lth 
Systems Agencies” (HSA) in 
preparing 
com prehensive 
health care plans. Lompoc 
Hospital will be accountable to 
the Ventura-Santa Barbara 
Health Systems Agency. 
Because that agency has been 
charged with planning for the 
two counties, Lompoc physician 
Barry Coughlin, also a hospital 
director, says the federal 
government is exceeding its 
authority 
Rather than let the local 
agency meet local needs, HEW 
has sent down a "cookbook* for 
hospitals, he said. 
"These type of guidelines 
should be determined on a local 
level, not in Washington." 
According to the proposed 
guidelines, an OB unit in an 
area with fewer than 100,000 
people would have to deliver at 
least 500 babies a year 
Lompoc Hospital delivers 
about 250 to 300 
However, the rules also allow 
exceptions for rural or isolated 


Hospitals, where patients would 
have to travel over 45 minutes 
to get to another. 
Jane Flaherty, hospital assis­ 
tant administrator, said she 
doubts the government would 
close 
down 
L o m p o c ’s 
obstetrical ward, the only one 
in town. Solvang’s hospital is 
about 35 minutes away, Santa 
Maria’s about 40 minutes. 
According to a Ventura-Santa 
Barbara Health Systems 
Agency source, the new HEW 
rules would not prove hard and 
fast, but rather flexible. 
“ All the federal regulations 
sound very tough, but they’re 
not,” he said. 
But Lompoc hospital would 
have to present a strong case on 
why It should be exempted from 
a particular federal standard. 
In turn, the agency could defend 
the hospital before HEW. 
“ The burden of proof will be 
on us,” he explained. 
The proposed guidelines also 
stipulate that a pediatric unit 
should include a minimum of 20 
beds. Lompoc hospital is 
currently licensed for eight 
such beds; it has six. 
The guidelines state, "there 
should be less than four non- 
federal, short-term hospital 
beds for 1,000 persons in a 
health service area.” But it 
allows exceptions in areas 
which have a high (over 33 
percent) population of elderly 
residents 
About 50 percent of Lompoc 
hospital's patients are over 65 
years of age, Flaherty es­ 
timated. 
HEW also calls for — within 
five years -> an average annual 
occupancy rate of at least 80 
percent. Lompoc's annual rate 
is about or less than 50 percent. 
The issued rules set limits on 
neonatal care, open heart sur­ 
gery, cardiac catheterization, 
radiation therapy, computer 
scanner and end-stage renal 
disease care—but Lompoc has 
no units in these expensive 
specialties. 
The Health Systems Agency 
staffer (who asked to be un­ 
named because of official in- 


structions not to speak to the 
press) said the Intent of the new 
federal laws was to control 
health care costs and keep ser­ 
vices "accessible to everyone.” 
“ The people should receive 
the best care at the lowest cost, 
and 1 think the health industry 
is doing a pretty bad job of it,” 
he said, referring to the much 
lower health care costs in B ri­ 
tain, Canada and Europe. 
He said hospital and doctor 
opposition to regulation of the 
health industry is to be ex­ 
pected, because they generally 
abhor any restriction at all on 
their freedom. 
He 
said that fe d e ra l 
guidelines—as well as local 
agency 
su p ervisio n 
of 
hospitals—was necessary 
politically. 
“ The federal government has 
to practically push HSAs like 
ourself, because local (health 
care provider) interests are so 
powerful, there’s no way we 
could fulfill the intent of the 
law.” 
The hospitals and doctors, 
with their expertise and consul­ 
tants. could present arguments 
in their interest more effective­ 
ly than could consumers, es­ 
pecially low-income con­ 
sumers, he said. 


Lompoc Hospital’s staff of 
physicians has drafted a letter 
in opposition to the guidelines— 
specifically those on obstetrical 
and pediatric services—and 


would send it to HEW, which 
has asked for comment from in­ 
terested parties. 
Dr. Coughlin said he would 
recommend that the staff also 
send the letter to Congressman 
Robert J 
Lagomarsino and 
Senators S I. Hayakawa and 
Alan Cranston, as well as to 
HEW and the local planning 
agency. 


But Lompoc hospital ad­ 
ministration is planning no such 
input.

Ban on 
saccharin 
postponed 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
President 
Carter 
Wednesday 
signed legislation that will 
delay the Food and Drug Ad­ 
ministration’s proposed ban on 
saccharin for 18 months while 
the 
g o vern m en t 
con d u cts 
further tests on its possible link 
with cancer. 
The new law requires a warn­ 
ing label on all food products 
co n ta in in g 
th e 
a r t i f i c i a l 
sweetener to advise consumers 
that saccharin has been found 
to cause cancer in laboratory 
animals. 
The new law also requires 
warning labels on vending 
machines that dispense saccha­ 
rin products and allows the 
FDA to require special signs in 
superm arkets as a further 
warning to consumers. 
The most common use of sac­ 
charin is in diet soft drinks, but 
it also is used in other foods for 
people such as diabetics who 
must limit their sugar intake. 
While the ban is in effect, the 
legislation 
requires 
further 
tests by the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare 
on the health effects of sac­ 
charin and food additives in 
general 
The FDA moved last spring 
to pull saccharin from the 
m arket after one Canadian 
study showed saccharin caused 
cancer in rats and a second 
linked the artificial sweetener 
with bladder cancer in human 
males. 
The agency had hoped to im­ 
plement the ban on saccharin 
food products this fall and was 
considering strengthening the 
action to outlaw over-the- 
counter saccharin sales without 
a prescription. 


The FDA action caused an up­ 
roar among diet soda users who 
launched 
a 
m assive 
letter- 
writing campaign to pressure 
Congress into stopping the ac­ 
tion 


The FDA already has issued 
proposed regulations telling the 
industry the warning label on 
foods must be prominently dis­ 
played in contrasting type and 
background immediately above 
or below the product name. 


Soft drink 
m akers using 
returnable bottles with labels 
put in place before the law took 
effect were told to put warning 
tags on the necks of the bottles, 
but 
multi-packed 
containers, 
such as six-packs of diet soda, 
need only carry^the warning on 
the carton 


26 deaths linked to diets 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The 
num ber of deaths possibly 
linked to liquid protein diets has 
jumped to 26 — 10 more than 
previously reported — and for 
the first time men are among 
the v ictim s, 
Sen. 
C harles 
Percy, R-I1L, said Wednesday. 


Percy told the Food and Drug 
Administration it should stop 
over-the-counter sales of the 
product immediately. He said 


liquid protein should be dis- 


pensed on a prescription basis 
only if studies show it is safe. 
Percy termed inadequate a 
warning issued earlier this 
month by the FDA telling con­ 
sumers to use the diet only un­ 
der a doctor’s care. He said 10 


of the victims, all women, were 
under a doctor’s care when they 
died. 


He said nine of the 10 women 
were taking potassium sup­ 
plements. 
Some 
researchers 


have speculated that a lack of 
potassium might have been 
responsible for the deaths. 
“ These were women who 
started 
the so-called 
'L ast 
Chance Diet’ out of hopes of los­ 
ing weight and instead lost their 
lives,” Percy told FDA Com­ 
missioner Donald Kennedy in a 
le tte r. 
“ How m any m ore 
persons must die or become 
seriously ill before the govern­ 
ment moves forcefully in this 
m atter?”

On Nov. 9, the FDA said 16 
deaths had been associated with 
the diet, but six of them were 
discounted because of underly­ 
ing medical problems.

is not correct that FDA intends 
to do nothing but ask manufac­ 
turers voluntarily to put warn­ 
ing labels on their products ' 
“The FDA commissioner and 
his staff have repeatedly said 
that FDA would take stronger 
action if the facts warrant.' a 
spokesman said. “This includes 
full consideration of the possi­ 
bility of regulating the products 
as a drug ” 
The label the FDA has recom­ 
mended and wants to require 
would tell users to stay off the

never before attempted to in­ 
vestigate reporters or their 
sources even in cases where 
classified docum ents w ere 
leaked. 
Assistant Defense Secretary 
Thomas Ross declined to com­ 
ment on whether Claytor’s a c­ 
tion represented a policy depar­ 
ture. 
Ross said Defense Secretary 
Harold Brown did not know 
about the probe in advance and 
is still trying to gather “the 
facts’ of the situation. 
The leak that angered Claytor 
was published in Aviation Week 
and Space Technology, an in­ 
dustry magazine with exten­ 
s i v e 
d e f e n s e 
i n d u s t r y 
sources. 
A story in its Oct. 30 issue 
said the Marine Corps was wag­ 
ing “a difficult battle within the

A federal district judge 
ordered Tyler. Tex., schools to 
admit 15 alien children tuition- 
free while he ponders a lawsuit 
filed by the Mexican American 
Legal Defense Fund challeng­ 
ing the constitutionality of 
requiring only children with 
Spanish surnames to prove 
citizenship 
And another case is pending 
in state court challenging the

Williamson said 
Houston schools will admit il­ 
legal aliens for $90-a-month tui­ 
tion. but few im m ig ran t 
families can afford that 
One of the children William­ 
son represents. Alma Leticia 
Oliva, is 14 and never has at­ 
tended school 
She and two sisters and a 
brother came to Texas illegally 
with their Mexican mother in 
1973 when she married an 
American citizen 
Parents of such children are 
reluctant to try to register 
them for school and possibly 
alert immigration officials to 
their presence in the country. 
Lawyers involved in the case 
said some alien parents have 
kept their U S -born children 
out of school, not realizing they 
are citizens and entitled to 
public education 
“ No one likes to see these 
kids just sit around," Brockette 
said. “ But if they bring them all 
into school then it invites more 
people to come." 
The state education commis­ 
sioner said no one knows how 
many alien children may be 
eligible to attend classes in

A special study by immigra­ 
tion officials indicated there 
were 5.125 school age. illegal 
aliens living in Houston but not 
attending school in 1974-75. That 
was consideably more than the 
number of legal immigrants in 
Houston classrooms 
If the statewide ratio is the 
same, there are more than 
50.000 illegal, school age aliens 
across the state 
Houston officials estimate it 
would cost local taxpayers $5.3 
to $10 million to educate the 
5.125 illegal alien children in the 
city 
Statewide costs would be 
comparably higher. 
“ I don’t think the state can 
afford to have an open door 
policy,” 
said 
Rep 
Ruben 
Torres, D-Brownsville, chair­ 
man of a legislative committee 
studying the problem 
Border areas would be par­ 
ticularly hard hit. School of­ 
ficials say taxpayers there are 
among the poorest in the nation 
and are overburdened already 
with the costs of educating 
legal immigrants 
“ If the government doesn’t 
stop these people from coming 
in we’re going to be overrun,” 
said Brownsville superintenent 
Raul Besteiro “ This is killing 
us.” 
Besteiro said 1,000 new. legal 
immigrants enter his schools 
each year and he turns away 
three or four illegal aliens a 
day. 
“ If we start educating them 
we’ll have 10.000 more,” he 
said 
"It will be unreal how 
many kids will come in.” 
Classes are crowded and in 
many cases understaffed in 
border schools 
Half of Brownsville’s stu­ 
dents attend classes in portable 


buildings, some study in hall­ 
ways Space shortages are so 
acute in McAllen, Donna and 
Rio Grande City school officials 
have to rent space in local 
churches to hold class, 
“ Our local people have been 
very patient but they are begin­ 
ning to ask why they are called 
on to educate these alien stu­ 
dents at the expense of their 
own children,” said Garence 
Shelton. Roma school superin­ 
tendent. 
Border school superinten­ 
dents are pushing for Congress 
to provide federal grants of 
$1,000 to $l,500-a-year to help 
defray costs of educating alien 
students 
Defenders of the state’s 
policy against spending public 
funds to educate illegal aliens 
suggest the children and their 
parents return to Mexico. 
“ These are Mexican na­ 
tionals.” an assistant attorney 
general noted at one court hear­

“ There is not a wall 
preventing these people from 
going back to Mexico and 
education is free in Mexico.” 
A return to Mexico, however, 
for many families would mean 
their American-born children 
would be denied schooling. 
“ Mexico will not educate any 
child th a t’s an Am erican 
citizen,” Bisteros said. 
And the economic conditions 
that pushed most of the im­ 
migrants across the border 
make it unthinkable for them to 
return voluntarily. 
“ There is not much food in 
Mexico,” Mrs Martinez said.

APTOS, Calif. (UPI) - Three 
slightly shaggy young Californi­ 
ans are trying to get square 
people to move into round 
homes. They are confident of 
success. 
Barry Nottoli, 30, Tate 
Miller, 29. and Scott Hewitt, 29, 
run C athedralite D om es, 
la rg est m anufacturer of 
geodesic dome housing in the 
United States. 
Dome houses, those funny 
looking objects that look like 
they belong in a lunar setting, 
first became popular about a 
decade ago and there now are 
an estimated 7,000 to 8,000 scat­ 
tered around the country, most 
of them owner built. 
The current image of a dome 
owner is a hirsute freak 
squirreled away on a remote 
mountainside. In fact, says 
Miller, most of the company’s 
sales are to people over 35 who 
are looking for a bargain in 
housing, something that is dif­ 
ferent and energy-efficient. 
Most new suburban housing 
tracts around America, intend­ 
ed for the straight middle class. 


are being filled with conven­ 
tional rectangular housing. 
But the bearded Miller, im­ 
peccably tailored in a three- 
piece suit, his counter-culture 
roots revealed by Hush Puppy 
shoes, says the energy crisis 
and skyrocketing home costs 
must sooner or later force the 
squares to think round. 
The 
g e o d e sic 
dom e, 
pioneered by inventor-designer 
R 
Buckminster Fuller, is 
structurally superior to conven­ 
tional buildings and construc­ 
tion tim e is considerably 
shorter. The frame for a large 
dome home can be assembled 
by four or five unskilled 
persons in one day. 
Most of the early dome 
problems — leaking roofs, bad 
acoustics, dead space — have 
been overcome by improved 
materials and better design. 
A dome requires less materi­ 
als to cover a given floor space 
and advocates claim it reduces 
heating and cooling costs by 30 
to 50 per cent if properly 
designed. 
Despite its obvious advan­ 


tages, the housing industry, 
conservative by nature, has 
been reluctant to fill subdivi­ 
sions with domes. 
“Contractors are afraid of 
it,” admits Miller. "We think 
that’s because they lack knowl­ 
edge about it, but that’s 
changing.” 
And Miller and partners are 
convinced that day may not be 
far off. They are currently 
negotiating with “half a dozen 
major developers” in Southern 
California and believe the first 
modest housing tract of domes 
homes may be under way 
within two years. 
“In five or 10 years, every 
contractor will have to consider 
domes because of their inherent 
advantages,” predicts Hewitt. 
“We’re trying to break through 
right now.” 
Cathedralite was founded in 
1966 by a minister who sold pre­ 
fab dome frames, mostly to 
church groups, hence the name. 
Miller, Hewitt, and Nottoli 
were roommates while attend­ 
ing college in the San Francisco 
Bay area in the early 1970s. In 


1972, Hewitt and Nottoli trav­ 
eled south to S an ta C ruz 
County, looking for a business 
enterprise. 
They constructed and sold a 
dome and became distributors 
for Cathedralite. Miller joined 
them later and 2*4 years ago 
they bought the m inister out. 
At that tim e the three young 
entrepreneurs were doing about

Cathedralite dome kits range 
from 30-foot domes with 600 
square feet and costing 83,895, 
to spacious 45-foot domes with 
1,500 square feet costing 87,295. 
R iser w alls can boost the 
square footage to over 2,000 feet 
and extensions can add variety 
to the round shape of the 
domes. 


Depending on the quality of 
the finish m aterials, the three 
say a large dome home can be 
finished for well under 830,000. 
While Cathedralite basically 
sells framing kits and provides 
contractor help for finishing 
work they recently reached 
agreem ent with a San Rafael 
com pany to provide solar- 
energy units for their domes.

Cooking talents

What to do with the leftover turkey sometimes 
become a problem after Thanksgiving. When you’re 
tired of hot and cold turkey sandwiches, that is. 
So here are a few suggestions: 


CURRIED TURKEY 
1/3 cup butter or margarine 
1 apple, peeled, cored and chopped 
1 large onion, chopped 
1/3 cup flour 
1 tablespoon curry powder 
2 chicken bouillon cubes 
2 cups half-and-half 
4 cups diced cooked turkey 
1 (1-pound 4-ounce) can pineapple chunks, drained 
Salt and pepper 
In large skillet m elt butter, add apples and onion and 
saute until onion is tender, about 5 minutes. Stir in 
flour, curry powder and bouillon cubes. Slowly stir in 
half and half Cook, stirring constantly, until mixture 
is thickened. Stir in turkey and pineapple. Simmer, 
stirring occasionally, until hot and bubbly. Season to 
taste with salt and pepper. Serve with hot, cooked 
brown rice. 


CHINESE TURKEY SKILLET 
2 tablespoons soy sauce 
2 tablespoons dry sherry 
1 teaspoon ginger 
1 clove garlic, crushed 
Leftover turkey cut into bite-size pieces 
V4 cup butter or m argarine 
2 cups sliced mushrooms 
1 cup thinly sliced celery 
Mi cup chopped green onions 
1 (7-ounce) package snow peas, thawed 
1 (8-ounce) can w ater chestnuts, drained and sliced 
1 tablespoon cornstarch 
2 tablespoons w ater 
3 cups hot cooked rice 
Blend together soy sauce, sherry, ginger and 
crushed garlic. Toss turkey in marinade to coat well. 
Melt butter in skillet, add turkey, mushrooms, celery, 
green onions and peas. Saute 10 to 15 minutes stirring 
constantly, until vegetables are crisp. Stir in water 
chestnuts 
Combine cornstarch and w ater. Stir into 
turkey and vegetable mixture. 
Cook and stir until 
thickened. Serve at once with hot cooked rice Makes

pepper and Vi cup mayonnaise. Chill and serve.

' Thanksgiving Day 1977 will * 
mark the 46th anniversary of 
the most disastrous fire in the 
history of Solvang. 
The trad itio n al national 
November holiday in the year 
1931 dawned shiny and bright in 
the Santa Ynez Valley. There 
was a touch of approaching 
winter in the air as the ther­ 
mometer dipped below the 
freezing point. 
A few hours later, another in­ 
gredient was added to the 
Thanksgiving morning scene: 
billowing clouds of heavy dark 
smoke rose in the sky in down­ 
town Solvang. 
Starting at 8:30 a.m., flames 
shot from a building at the cor­ 
ner of Alisal Road and Main 
S tre e t 
now Copenhagen 
D riv e 
and soon spread 
rapidly in a westerly direction 
to engulf three other struc­ 
tures. 
F o r a tim e , the blaze 
threatened to consume the en­ 
tire commercial section of the 
town. 
The fire of undetermined 
origin broke out in the Austed 
Electric Shop The fire was so 
intense that the tinder dry 
structure burned to the ground 
“ almost 
im m ediately,” ac­ 
cording to newspaper reports 
Nearly all of the contents of 
the electric shop were con­ 
sumed by the flames. A sheet 
iron wall at the rear of the shop 
saved the Austed home just to 
the south from destruction. 
The fire continued to sweep in 
a westerly direction, taking the 
rest of the Austed building and 
destroying the dental office of 
Dr. A Menne, who, only a week 
before, had moved to the loca­ 
tion from the Solvang Drug 
Store building down the street 
Next to go up in smoke was 
the needle shop of Miss Harriet 
Turner 
Final structure to be taken by 
the flames was the building 
housing the Andersen Shoe 
Store and Repair Shop owned 
and operated by John and 
Ludwig Andersen The Viking 
Men’s Shop is now located on 
this site along Copenhagen 
Drive. 
Solvang 
fire department 
volunteers, Santa 
Barbara 
County firemen, members of 
the Lompoc Fire Department 
and scores of volunteers from 
all parts of the Santa Ynez 
Valley staged a winning stand 
along an empty lot next to the 
Andersen brothers building to 
halt the spread of the fire. 
All of the wooden structures 
were taken by the flames in a 
little less than two hours 
In typical Santa Ynez Valley 
fashion, a group of volunteer 
workers “ cleaned the debris on 
Sunday morning from the lots 
where four business structures 
were razed by fire early 
Thanksgiving morning," a new­ 
spaper reported “ Trucks," the 
account continued, “ carried the 
refuse away and everything 
was in shape for the laying of 
foundations of new buildings to 
take the p lace of those 
destroyed ” 
The fire scene lots did not re­ 
main vacant too long By the 
middle of December, Tony 
Austed had a large crew of 
carp e n te rs at w ork con­ 
structing a new stucco type 
building on the same spot where 
the former building burned to 
the ground 
The new structure was to con­ 
tain several offices, which it 
was reported in 1931, were to be 
occupied by Dr 
Menne and

LONDON (U PI) - Rem em ­ 
ber those crackling old 1930s 
radios playing mostly static 
which you finally threw away 
when the tubes burned out? 
A pity you junked them . 
They’re art objects now. 
The V icto ria and A lbert 
Museum, Britain's m ajor ap­ 
plied arts museum, calls them 
‘‘Classic Radio Receivers — 
1920s to 1950s” and has put 130 
of them into a hig h -class 
museum display. It is called, 
using the B ritish term for 
radio, “The Wireless Show.” 
They’re all there. All those 
blocky brown Bakelite boxes, 
the wood ones with speaker 
grilles carved as sunsets or 
trees, round radios and pear- 
shaped radios and several that 
look like toasters 
C o n s id e r in g 
r a d i o ’ s 
im p o rta n c e , 
said 
C a r o le 
Hogben of the museum’s staff, 
“it is surprising that no special 
exhibition of this scope would 
appear to have been mounted 
before.” 
Maybe so 
Radio, after all, 
was the first mass entertain­ 
ment — free and in the home. It 
speeded that world-shrinking 
process that now makes the 
whole globe a village. 
‘‘What we are celebrating in 
this exhibition,” Miss Hogben 
says, ‘‘is the kind of receivers 
that one used to have at home 
when they first brought the 
world's sounds to our doorstep, 
and w hich can n e v e r be 
replaced in quite that unique 
form ” 
This nostalgic study of “ clas­ 
sic” radios, she said, is prac­ 
tically virgin territory. 
“ Hardly any manufacturers 
with a history behind them have 
preserved any early examples 
of their products.” There are no 
books, no arch ives and — 
almost needless to say — “ few 
m useum s have yet begun 
collecting 
electrical 
‘brown 
goods’,” named for the prevail­ 
ing color of their plastic. 
So the field of early radios is 
a “paradise for the am ateur 
enthusiast, collector and his­ 
torian ” This exhibition comes 
mostly from them 
Especially from the British 
Vintage Wireless Society, or­ 
ganized last year as a tuned-in 
band of fanatics who believe 
any radio is lovable. 
One of its members has 600 
sets crowding him and his 
relatives out of house and 
home 
There is a N ational 
Wireless Museum of old radios 
in the Isle of Wight. A few stalls 
in London antique m arkets now 
sell nothing else 
David 
Read, the Vintage 
W ireless Society secretary , 
says radio did more to change 
the way people think and feel 
than 
any 
invention 
sin ce 
printing 
In the heyday of these sets. 
Miss Hogben said, "one sus- 


pects people took the wireless 
medium more seriously. 
"Out of the box were bound 
occasionally to come the tones 
of a king abdicating — goodness 
gracious! — a chancellor ex­ 
p la in in g 
ta x e s , 
a 
p rim e 
minister declaring war. 


"People liked to get such 
signals from a box with a cer­ 
tain solidarity, its speaker the 
size of an adult human head and 
its overall width of adult human 
shoulders. Otherwise it might 
not sound quite true.” 


One radio on show is a 1923 
crystal set built into a ceram ic 
figure of a dumpy little man in 
a top hat — the tuning coil is 
wound around his topper. Some 
early sets are as complex as 
spaceflight control panels. On 
top of one display case is a 
forest of speaker horns and 
elaborate antennas. 


But the show is primarily 
concerned with radios as pieces 
of furniture rather than en­ 
gineering. Pride of place goes 
to the Erko AD65, a simple 
round radio from 1934 whose 
cleanlined plastic case, Miss 
Hogben says, is often called 
“the most stunningly original 
cabinet concept of all tim e.” 
Even this show’s 130 exhibits, 
of course, hardly scratch the 
surface 


"There is little doubt that 
millions of old actual sets sur­ 
vive in attics — each too dif­ 
ficult to repair, too sentimen­ 
tal a wrench to throw away, too 
doubtful a mover for jumble 
(rummage) sales to accept,” 
Miss Hogben said. 


If so, now may be the tim e to 
dust off those old Zenith or 
Philco or Pye sets. To judge by 
the current museum show, the 
uglier they are the better.

The minor 
league of 
pro football 


SAN JOSE. Calif. (UPI) - For some, 
it’s hope — a longshot dream they will 
one day move up to the National Football 
League For others, it’s just an extension 
of their collegiate successes 
Whatever it is, it takes a special breed 
of athlete to play in the California Foot­ 
ball League 


Most of the 480 athletes in the CFL par­ 
ticipate for the fun of it, meaning no one 
gets involved with super egos, salary 
squabbles and no-cut contracts. But big 
crowds, big money and big headlines 
aren't part of the league either. 
Two players on the sam e team, the San 
Jose Tigers, have different reasons for 
getting dressed up each Saturday night 
and recently offered their views 
"I'm going to Hastings Law School,” 
said linebacker Mike Yancey, a Stanford 
graduate “ This is my outlet. I read law 
books all day and go wild at night.” 
But for running back Mike Bonds, 
there is a definite reason for being where 
he is. 
“ I always wanted to play in the N FL,” 
he said “ I started at the University of 
Pacific, then I transferred to San Jose 
State I played linebacker I never got 
the breaks They said I was too short (5- 
10 ) I hope to use this to get the creden­ 
tials.” 
There are eight team s in the CFL. 
divided into two divisions. San Jose, 
Marysville-Yuba City, Fairfield — which 
pays its players $75 a game — and 
Sacramento are in the North Southern 
California (Santa Ana), San Gabriel 
(West Covina), Long Beach and Los 
Angeles comprise the South 
“ We re an entity, but, at the sam e 
time, a non-entity,” San Jose general 
manager Larry Glissman said a few 
days ago before opening the gates at 
PAL Stadium for a game. “That’s how 
I’d have to describe our operation 
here ” 
Overhearing his boss, quarterback 
Craig Kimball, a San Jose State product 
who had a free agent tryout with the San 
Francisco 49ers two years ago, laughed 
and said, “ It’s just an opportunity to go 
out there and get dirty. But it’s a lot 
more fun than college ” 
Sonny Brasile, the second of three 
quarterbacks on San Jose's 45-man 
roster, added. “ It's not exactly what you 
call the big time But you can’t just give 
up football. It’s something that’s in your 
blood ” 
“ I guess we’re like A ustralia.” Glis­ 
sman said. “ Everybody knows we re 
down here, but nobody gives a dam n.” 


T hat’s not exactly true. The Tigers 
have filled the multi-hued stadium with 
6.500 fans for all of their home gam es 
“ I don’t think all that talk about a farm 
system for pro football is incentive,” ad­ 
ded Kimball “ A couple of guys are in­ 
terested, but I think this area is big for 
athletes and it could get bigger.

The 275 yards gave Payton 1,404 in 10 
games and put him 83 yards ahead of the 
pace Simpson set in 1973 when he set a 
National Football League record with 
2,003 yards Simpson had 1,323 after his 
10th game. 
Thursday’s traditional game at Detroit 
will have even more meaning than simp­ 
ly a showcase for Payton’s talents. The 
Bears and Lions are 5-5 and tied for se­ 
cond in the NFC Central Division, a 
game behind Minnesota 
Adding im­ 
portance is the fact that the Vikings have 
lost quarterback Fran Tarkenton for the 
season and m ust go the rest of the way 
with Bob Lee and rookie Tom m y 
K ramer 
P ayton had a solid p erfo rm an ce 
against Detroit on opening day, churning 
out a 73-yard touchdown run and gaining 
160 yards overall. 
Payton will have to go some to reach 
Simpson’s 2,003 yards but he does have 
the benefit of a fairly easy schedule the 
rest of the way. After Detroit, the Bears 
will face winless Tampa Bay, Green Bay 
(2-8) and the New York Giants (4-6). 
In his last four games in 1973, Simpson 
had 124 yards against Baltimore, 137

It won’t be easy.

The Sooners 
will be seeking their second Orange Bowl 
appearance in the last three years. The 
loser of the game will be playing North 
Carolina in the Liberty Bowl. 


UCLA, which has lost to Southern 
California in four of the last five years, 
can clinch its second Rose Bowl appear­ 
ance in the last three years with a vic­ 
tory Friday.

Willie Naulls remembers his 'roots' 
and is doing something to help

LOS A N G ELES (U P I) - 
Before Willie Naulls played 10 
years in the NBA. six with the 
New York Knicks and four with 
the Boston Celtics, he was a kid 
from the ghetto. He s till 
remembers how it was then, 
which is why he wants to help 
kids now. 
The 42-year-old former UCLA 
All-America is thankful he was 
able to go to college. Every 
child, he said, should have that 
chance. 
"A few people helped me 
when I was growing up,’’ Naulls 
declared. " I want to do the 
same.” 
To do that, he founded 
Soulville Foundation in 1969 as 
a tutoring service but said it 
has grown into much more. 
“ It began,” he continued, “ to 
help 
u n d e rp rivile g e d 
youngsters who are socially, as 
well as economically deprived. 
It helps give them a choice. We 
try to get the kids interested in 
college, we advise and counsel 
them. 
“ They are totally unprepared 
for higher education. We found 
out some of them read very 
poorly. We have volunteers 
with certain expertise who can 
tutor them. 
“ They are growing up to a life 
of being channeled into certain 
economic expectatons. We try 
to give them alternative 
choices. They grow up not 
knowing how to read, write or 
even apply for a job — so many 
things that we take for 
granted.” 
Foundation volunteers, many 
of them big names in basket­ 
ball, also serve as role models, 
“ talking about the fundamen­ 
tals of life, of education,” dur­ 
ing Camp Fundamental, the 
foundation’s summer sessions. 
The foundation works with 


the Los Angeles City School dis­ 
trict and many high school 
coaches put youngsters in touch 
with the organization. 
Funded mostly by private 
donations, the foundation gath­ 
ers top name basketball stars 
once a year for a “ Big Shootout 
Charity Game.” 
When Naulls, who retired 
after the 196667 NBA season, 
was growing up in the Watts 
area here, his father would 
drive him about 40 miles a day 
to and from a school in San 
Pedro because he felt the 
schools were better there. 
“ I was fortunate enough to be 
taller than everyone else and 
got into sports,” he explained, 
“ and then I got an athletic 
scholarship to UCLA.” 
He said it is even harder now 
for kids growing up in deprived 
areas than it was when he was 
young because everything has 
become more specialized and 
minority schools are not keep­ 
ing up with the educational de­ 
mands. 
“ M inority schools have 
poorer school systems and the 
gap is widening between the 
haves and the have nots,” he 
said. “ It’s worse now than it 
was before The biggest prob­ 
lem these kids have is with an 
inferior education. 
“ The educational opportuni­ 
ties and facilities are very in­ 
ferior. The kids are not being 
trained to compete in colleges, 
they don’t have the advantages 
of the modern equipment and 
money that some high schools 
have.” 
To Naulls, education is the 
best way out of the ghetto for 
anyone 
The head of Willie Naulls 
Enterprises, which included a 
Kentucky Colonel chicken fran­ 
chise and a shopping center. 


has come along way from Watts 
to his home in the expensive 
Los Feliz area 
Education, he said, is the key 
to that move and he has insured 
that his three children, aged 12. 
7 and 4, will be able to go to 
college — if they want to. 
“ Until we are presented with 
alternative choices by parents, 


educators, etc., we’re less able 
to choose our way in life,” he 
said. “ I think it’s very impor­ 
tant to expose kids to a lot of 
things so they can choose what 
direction they want to take. 
“ A person who is educated, 
who knows what is going on.

Cut two 1x9 inch strips of 
phelt and scallop edges. 
Glue around ball. Cut two 
five-eighths x 9 inch strips of 
second color and scallop 
edges. Glue in position as 
shown. 
Add gold and silver tinsel­ 
tex stems, bending ends of 
stems to inset into bail. 
Make hanger of tinseltex.

In cassettes, first examine 
the tape. Occasionally it will 
become slack through ship­ 
ping and handling. If so, 
insert a pencil in the appro­ 
priate hub and slowly turn 
the right hub counterclock­ 
wise — or the left hub clock­ 
wise — until the slack is 
taken up.

When tape gets too cold 
the surface becomes hard 
and produces erratic tape- 
to-head contact. 
In hot 
weather, plastic cassettes 
can warp. Store tapes in a 
dry, dust-free room, at tem­ 
peratures between 65-80 de­ 
grees F. 
The most common prob­ 
lem experienced by cassette 
users is jamming — fre­ 
quently traceable to the 
recorder. This requires ad­ 
justment by a trained tech­ 
nician. 
The cassette also can be 
the jamming culprit — 
maybe if the tape has been 
slit too wide; or the case has 
i n a d e q u a t e 
i n t e r n a l 
clearance; rough plastic can 
block the tape; or because of 
excessive pad pressure. 
Many m anufacturers, 
such as Ampex Corp., will 
replace defective cassettes 
free of charge to the con­ 
sumer. But, given the so­ 
phisticated quality controls 
used in modern manufactur­ 
ing, chances are good you’ll 
never have to take them up 
on the offer.

NEW YORK—(N E A )- 
There’s no magic to getting 
years of enjoyment from 
top-quality audio recording 
tape. Just follow a few tricks 
of care and handling of this 
high precision product. 
Most of the "tricks' boil 
down to common sense and a 
little knowledge of what to 
look for when buying tape. 
If you’re thinking about 
buying blank audio tapes as 
Christmas presents for the 
audiophiles among family 
and friends, first of all, a 
bargain buy may not turn 
out to be one in the long run. 
As usual, you may be getting 
exactly what you paid for. 
Bargain tapes (whether 
cassettes, cartridges or reel- 
to-reel) can present mainte­ 
nance problems to the inex­ 
perienced purchaser and 
user. 
Market studies indicate 
that more than 80 per cent of 
all blank tape consumers 
lack even the most basic 
knowledge of what to look 
for in terms of quality and 
potential performance prob­ 
lems when selecting tapes.

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How to make rooms 


sparkle for holidays 


Every day is Christmas 


for a card designer 


NEW YORK—(N E A )- 
Suddenly it’s almost Christ­ 
mas and the problem that 
faces homeowners and 
apartment dwellers is how 
to transform a home from 
ordinary to d ram atic 
quickly and without rede­ 
corating completely. 
One easy, economical and 
effective way is to use mir­ 
rors to add a dash of sparkle, 
where sparkle is needed, 
and create an over-all qual­ 
ity of visual excitement that 
a home demands, not just 
for the holidays, but year- 
round. 
The rule-of-thumb guide in 


placing mirrors, suggest de­ 
signers for PPG Industries, 
is to use them where they 
are needed to add brightness 
and the illusion of depth and 
dimension. Once they have 
found their permanent place 
in the decorative scheme, 
then make them the base for 
Christmas drama. 
Use mirrors that you have 
or those you want to add to 
change the decorative quo­ 
tient or space perspective of 
a room. 
You can visually double 
the dimension of small 
rooms, such as an extra 
bedroom, a den or dining 


alcove, by using a mirrored 
wall or a large structural 
mirror panel that extends 
dimensions back through 
space.

Woman, Batman and Flash 
Gordon will share space on 
toy store shelves this holiday 
season, reflecting both the 
“sci-fi” resurgence and the 
nostalgia trend. These fig­ 
ures will be complemented 
by sports-related gam es and 
dolls from the worlds of pro 
football, 
basketball 
and 
hockey.

You can root the cuttings 
from the mother plant and 
they’ll be ready for soil in a 
few weeks.

It’s a quiet, family day that 
centers about the traditional 
“groaning board.” It’s an un­ 
hectic, unhurried day (except 
for those in the kitchen, but for 
most the results are well 
worth it), a day that can be 
enjoyed for itself alone.

Carter fiddles over Burns 


WASHINGTON - Seldom has the 
future of one man meant so much to both 
the political and economic life of the na­ 
tion 
The term of Arthur Burns as 
chairman of the Fedral Reserve system 
expires January 31st 
If President 
C arter fails to reappoint him to another 
four-year term , it will be taken by the 
business com m unity 
as one more evidence 
that Carter, the pop­ 
ulist. wants no conser­ 
vative inhibition on his 
free-wheeling policies 
B u rn s h ad c o n ­ 
sidered resigning 
That would have, for 
th e tim e being at 
least, resolved a con­ 
flict over profits and 
business investm ent 
v ersu s the C a rte r 
s ta n d on e n e r g y , 
taxes, welfare reform and the other is­ 
sues that bedevil the Administration 
This is. of course, an oversimplifica­ 
tion, but one thing Burns’ resignation 
would have done is take the President off 
the hook Behind the scenes Carter is be­ 
ing pushed and pulled by advisers on the 
conservative side who believe that after 
the departure of Bert Lance it is impor­ 
tant to retain the chairman of the Fed 
and. on th e o th er h an d , lib e ra l 
D em ocrats in Congress who blam e 
Burns for the slowdown in the recovery 
and the sharp drop in the stock market 
So the president must decide 
At a 
White House lunch recently the dif­ 
ferences between the president and the 


chairman were put in sharp focus. Feel­ 
ing that the president took far too op­ 
timistic view of the economy. Bums 
proceeded to tick off what he regards as 
m ajor weaknesses 
The farm ers are in a depression. Steel 
and related industry face a recession. 
There is a serious lag in capital invest­ 
ment, reflecting a decline in business 
profits 
Allowing for the factor of infla­ 
tion, retail sales are not what they should 
be 
The president, nevertheless, stressed 
his belief in the fundamental soundness 
of the economy. Some people might be 
unhappy about the sharp increase in the 
Social Security payroll tax 
But what 
would have been said if he had allowed 
the Social Security system to continue to 
slip downward with grave doubts about 
its soundness? 
This was a confrontation of fundamen­ 
tally divergent viewpoints. 
If the 
president’s outlook was not euphoric 
about the state of the economy, it cer­ 
tainly showed a belief that present dif­ 
ficulties can be overcome with no major 
shift in Administration policies. 
On another point, the difference 
between the Fed and the president is fun­ 
damental Burns says he believes that in 
the tax proposals being worked out for 
presentation to Congress next year the 
special treatm ent in the present tax 
structure for capital gains will either be 
materially reduced or perhaps sheared 
away entirely The capital gains tax, at a 
rate more than 50 percent below that on 
regular income, is highly prized by the 
business community

Fortunately, for the residents of Lom­ 
poc, this technological break-through 
will soon make available TV pictures and 
sound of immensely improved definition 
and character as compared to the pre­ 
sent very poor quality supplied by the 
local teleprom pter cable TV No doubt 
the self-styled electronic expert on the 
city council is fully fam iliar with and has 
already looked into this subject on behalf 
of the citizens of the city and is acquiring 
additional facts which will promptly lead 
to making the new system available 


Numerous recommendations have, in 
the past, been made to the city council 
that thev employ a bona fide electronic 
expert to advise them on all phases of TV 
reception for the Lompoc Valley These 
recommendations have always fallen on 
deaf ears The latest published informa­ 
tion is to the effect that a council ap­ 
proved franchise for 15 years has been 


forwarded to teleprom pter for signature. 


It is strongly recommended to the 
council, and they have been formally so 
advised, separately, that they fully in­ 
vestigate the new technology before they 
commit Lompoc citizens to a continued 
15 years of poor quality TV reception. At 
present it appears that the new service 
will be available to interested customers 
without any requirement for council ap­ 
proval.

Should the president decide against 
reappointing Burns, Burns would still 
have until 1984 to serve as a member of 
the board 
A Nixon appointee to a 14- 
year term . Burns is now 73 After 75 and 
with 15 years service, an order either by 
the executive or by Congress would be 
essential to allow him to stay on. 
His decision might well depend on who 
his successor is 
One rumor is that it 
will be Rep. Henry Reuss, chairman of 
the House banking committee. The rap­ 
port between Burns and Reuss could be 
measured in a small teacup. 
R etirem ent holds no fears for Burns. 
He is an am ateur painter and he has two 
books he wants to write The peace and 
quiet of his Vermont farm and the 
respite from a routine that often means

SOUTH AFRICAN REPRESSION: 
The m artyred Steven Biko isn’t the first 
South African black leader who has died 
in custody under suspicious circum ­ 
stances. During the past 15 years, at 
least 41 others have died in detention in 
South Africa. Many others allegedly 
have been brutalized. 
For South African laws allow the 
authorities to detain people without 
bringing them before a court to d eter­ 
mine their guilt or innocence. Often the 
prisoners aren’t perm itted to contact 
their families or attorneys. Nor are they 
allowed independent medical attention. 
The latest available figures show that 
566 persons were detained, w ithout 
ch arg es, in South A frica betw een 
January 1976 and September 1977. The 
story is told in a new report prepared by 
the respected South African Institute of 
Race Relations. A copy of the report has 
reached the United States through the 
United Methodist Church. 
“ Large numbers of those who openly 
voice opposition to the governm ent,” 
states the report, “ have been detained in 
the past and are in detention at present . ”

WASHINGTON — The Soviet Union is 
quietly transforming its mushrooming 
merchant marine fleet into an arm ada. 
This is the startling conclusion of U.S. 
intelligence ex p erts who recently 
testified behind closed doors on Capitol 
Hill. We have had access to their secret 
testimony before the 
H o u se 
M e r c h a n t 
Marine and Fisheries 
Committee, chared by 
Rep. John Murphy, D.- 
N.Y. 
The Soviet fishing 
fle e t, 
th e e x p e rts 
solemnly 
explained, 
has been casting its 
nets for more than just 
fish The fishing ves­ 
sels have become the 
biggest "electronic in­ 
telligence collectors” 
on the high seas 
Soviet Navy officials are routinely as­ 
signed to Russian freighters, trawlers 
and survey ships, the analysts disclosed. 
But even Russian merchantmen and 
fishing boats are sometimes “ assigned 
political objectives and specific in­ 
telligence missions.” 
An estim ated 10 to 15 percent of the 500 
Soviet non-military vessels off the U S 
and Canadian coasts are actually in­ 
telligence ships collecting vital informa­ 
tion. the testimony reveals 
Because 
some Russian trawlers are really naval 
ships in disguise, the U.S. repeatedly 
warns the Soviets not to sail too close to 
American shores. 
The m aritim e fleet often carries more 
than mere cargo, the experts confided. 
Some ships are “ suitable for tra n ­ 
s p o r tin g 
tr o o p s a n d 
m i l i t a r y 
equipment.” with decks and ram ps that 
can support the weight of heavy tanks. 
Such vessels were used to carry Soviet 
tanks into Angola and the Middle East. 
The commercial fleet also serves as 
"an advance flotilla for Soviet warships, 
opening ports and exploring anchorages 
which are som etim es forbidden to 
regular units of the Soviet Navy." The 
merchant ships are closely trailed by 
survey ships, which the investigators 
said a re ‘‘usually thinly-disguised 
electronic intelligence vessels.” 
The survey vessels are "the eyes and 
ears of Soviet Naval intelligence.” They 
assess the capability of the U.S. Air 
Force and Navy and relentlessly probe 
our anti-submarine defenses 
The motive behind all this oceanic spy­ 
ing is the Soviets’ effort to control the 
“ choke points” which are vital to 
W estern com m erce and defense. In 
Cuba, for instance, “ the U S S R, has 
already achieved a strategic position 
astride the Panama Canal’s sea lanes,” 
the experts warned 
Another Soviet 
target is an “unguarded NATO jugular” 
on the southern coast of Africa. Ninety 
percent of Europe’s oil passes through 


principal targets of the harassm ent, the 
study has found. Often “ detainees are in­ 
terrogated for the purpose of obtaining 
either statem ents that implicate others 
or confessions.” 
A man called as a state witness, for ex­ 
ample, pleaded that he was brutally 
beaten. He testified to the South African 
Race Relations Institute: “ I was told 
what to say, which was contrary to my 
knowledge The contents of my state­ 
ment are the thoughts of the security 
police.” 
Other witnesses have told of beatings 
and torture at the hands of the police. 
One man told the court that he had been 
so badly beaten that he could no longer 
rem em ber which part of his testimony 
was based on his own experience and 
which part had been suggested by the 
security police. 
Often, “ families have not been in­ 
formed of a m em ber’s detention,” the 
report charges. Sometimes “parents are 
detained without being given tim e to see 
that their children are cared for.” 
The Institute concedes that it was not 
always possible to cross-check the facts 
against actual court records, because the 
authorities are not required to produce 
the records But the allegations “ have 
been too w idespread and d iv erse,” 
suggests the report “ to be dismissed as 
fabrications.” The effect of the police 
terrorism has been to create “a national 
atmosphere of fear and tension.” 
Footnote: A spokesman conceded that 
South Africans can be detained without 
charges but insisted that it was “unfair 
to suggest” that prisoners were m is­ 
treated

Hedlund acted because he was receiv­ 
ing numerous complaints from Mission 
Hills residents about their utility ser­ 
vices. Hedlund said some weeks ago that 
it bugged him to get complaints about 
services that he could do little to im­ 
prove 
Although Hedlund was playing it close 
to the chest, it was learned that the 
supervisor was gathering facts for a pos­ 
sible complaint to the California Public 
Utilities Commission 
On hand at the meeting Tuesday was 
believed to be Bert Ellsworth, state 
health d ep artm en t sa n ita ria n ; Ed 
E v e re tt, county sa n ita ria n ; and a 
representative of the county’s transpor­ 
tation department. 
The nature of the complaints coming 
into Heldund’s office was not im m ediate­ 
ly clear Neither was it clear whether 
the complaints were of a nature serious 
enough to attract the attention of the 
Regional Water Quality Control Board A 
check with the regional office in San Luis 
Obispo Tuesday, revealed that G am ier 
was apparently meeting his installm ent 
payments on the $2,000 fine levied about 
a year ago by the regional board for a 
spill of raw sewage into the riverbed of 
the Santa Ynez River and was also ap­ 
parently meeting other requirem ents, if 
only on a marginal basis.
